June 28.—Ma'‘n- 
taining the silence which has char- 
acterized him since the State 
Bank of Royalton, of which he 
was cashier, closed last Thursday, 
William J. Lovel Jr., 40 years old, 
today pheaded guilty to embezzie- 
ment of $58,000 trom the bark 
and waa sentenced to an indeter- 
minate term of one to 10 years in 


Southern Illinois Penitentiary oy/ — 
Circuit Judge C. H. Miller. 


His plea of guilty followed com- 
pletion of an audit of the bank by 
State examiners. They found the 
total shortage to be about the sum 
admitted by Lovel to the court. 
Bad notes which Lovel as the one- 
man control of the bank accepted 
from personal friends, forgery of 
two $5000 orders on the Royalton 
school fund and other trregulari- 
ties were discovered. 

The only statement made by 
Lovel to Judge Miller was that his 


defalcations had extended over 
seven years and were committed 
to cover losses in bad investments. 
Since his arrest last Saturday ‘we 
had refused bond and would noct 
discuss the case with. officials or 
newspaper men. 
Taken to Prison at Once. 


He was taken to prison at 
Chester shortly after Judge Miller 
pronounced sentence. He has a 
wife and small son at Royalton, a 
mining town of 3500 population, 
15 miles from Benton.

IS LLOYD GEORG! COMING BACK? 
From the Nation. 


T BOSWORTH the British Liberals won 

their third by-election in ten days. The 
election was fought on the issues of the 
Tory trade-union bill and the break with 
Russia, and the result surprised almost 
everybody. The seat had been safely Tory; 
but Labor, although running third at tha 
last election, had hoped\to capture it. In- 
stead, the Liberal candidate nosed his way 
into first place by 271 votes, with the Tory 
more than 4000 votes behind. Does this 
mean that British Liberalism, under the 
leadership of Lloyd George, is awakening 
to new life? At least it marks a halt in 
the progressive decline of that historic 
party. Labor, meanwhile, consoles itseif 
with the fact that the Co-operative Union 
Congress, in a close balloting, voted definite- 
ly to affiliate with the Labor Party. But 
Co-operative candidates have long acted in 
alliance with Labor, and while the congress 
vote may mean more funds for Labor it 
will hardly bring many new voters to the 
Labor standard. The Tories, too, have their 
consolation. Successive defeats at by-elec- 
tions may prove their unpopularity in the 
country, but their majority in Parllament ts 
still so vast and the Tory members are so 
docile and disciplined that the Government 
can push through any measure it likes, 
whatever the wishes of the country.
